DON’T WANT TO BE LAWYERS 
Police Chiefs Unhappy With New Law

The new rules regulating the 
apprehension of criminal sus­ 
pects in Pennsylvania don’t sit 
too 
well 
with 
Lower 
Bucks 
chiefs of police. 


The big complaint is that the 
regulations will hamper police 


in law enforcement and “turn 
us into lawyers instead of be­ 
ing policemen.” 


These rules are part of 
a 
trend taking place elsewhere. 
The Philadelphia Bar Associa­ 
tion has recently proposed a 
code to control publication and 
broadcast of evidence in crim­ 


inal cases. Judicial authorities 
in five states are considering 
limiting newsmen 
in 
pre-trial 
situations. And the New Jersey 
Spreme Court has also tightened 
up rules on divulging pre-trial 
information. 


Yesterday, Bucks JPS voiced 
opposition to the new Pennsyl­ 


vania regulations. 


District Attorney William Car­ 
lin also feels some of the new 
rules will place a burden on 
law enforcement officers. In the 
long run, though. Carlin thinks 
the regulations will 
be bene­ 
ficial. 


“We’ll 
have 
to work 
with 


them,” he said, “and do the 
best we can.” 


These rules are part of a 
sweeping edict on criminal pro­ 
cedure 
promulgated 
by 
the 
Pennsylvania 
Supreme 
Court. 
The edict goes into effect Jan. 
I. 1965. 


Other provisions regard press, 


radio, 
and 
TV 
coverage 
of 
hearings, and the obtaining of 
pleas by justices of the peace. 
Under the old practice a JP 
would ask a defendant for a 
guilty or not-guilty plea at a 
hearing. Under the new proce­ 
dure, he is not allowed to do 
this. 
But the provision which has 


drawn the ire of police officers 
concerns the apprehension of 
criminal suspects. Under it, a 
summons is issued when the of­ 
fense charged is punishable by 
a sentence of not more than 
two years. 
If more than two years, a 
warrant of arrest is issued. The

a proposed “statement of pol­ 
icy” for the Philadelphia Bar 
Association 
which 
would

strict newsmen in their cover­ 
age of criminal cases. 


The proposed code, drawn up 
by the Bar Association’s Crim­ 
inal Law Committee and "en­ 
dorsed by its Board of Gover­ 
nors, will be submitted to a 
vote by Philadelphia lawyers at 
a special meeting Dec. 29. 


It 
would 
restrict 
lawyers, 
prosecutors, judges and law en­ 
forcement officers in disclosing 
information 
about 
criminal 
cases and would bar newsmen 
from police records, offices of 
police officials and the offices 
of prosecutors. It also would 
ban cameras, radio and tele­ 
vision equipment from court­ 
rooms. 
including 
magistrates' 
courts. 
Chief opposition came from 
the news media which called 
the code a step toward censor­ 
ship and an infringement of the 
right of the public to be in­ 
formed. 
The Bristol - Levittown Cour­ 
ier - Times yesterday editorial­ 
ly said that “ freedom of speech 
and the right of the public to 
know are inseparably related 
when a committee of law­ 
yers recommends that police re­ 
ports be kept secret, that jour­ 
n a l i s t s be barred from police 
and 
prosecutors offices,

BOSTON (UPI)—Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy walked out of New 
England Baptist Hospital twice 
today, almost six months after 
his back was broken in a plane 
crash. 


The Massachusetts Democrat 
.slipped quietly out of the hospi­ 
tal in the predawn to visit the 
grave and widow of an aide, 
Edward Moss who was killed in 
the crash. 


Kennedy then returned to the 


hospital and five 
hours laid 
walked out again as a dis­ 
charged patient to fly to Flori­ 


da. 
Kennedy and aides Edward 
Martin and Raymond La Rosa 
first left the hospital at 5 a.m. 
(EST) and drove to a cemetery 
in Andover, 
25 miles away, 
where Moss was buried. 


Kennedy climbed an icy 25 
foot high hill in frigid tempera­ 
tures to Moss’ grave and stood 


and 
prayed 
there 
eight minutes. 


They then motored to Moss’ 
widow’s home in Andover and 
chatted with her and her three 
daughters for about 30 minutes. 


During his second trip out of 
the hospital, Kennedy walked 
slowly and deliberately.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
National Labor Relations Board 
(NLRB) handed down a far­ 
reaching decision today which 
could ban an employer from 
expressing 
his 
views 
to 
his 
workers while bargaining with 
their union. 
The board by a 4-1 vote ruled 
that the General Electric Co., 
had failed to bargain in good 
faith with the AFL-CIO Inter­ 
national 
Union 
of 
Electrical 
Workers (1UE) in 1960 contract 
negotiations. 
One of the major findings 
was 
that 
the 
company’s 
ef­ 
fort 
to 
present 
its 
views 
through 
plant 
newspapers, 
press releases and radio an­ 
nouncement*? 
was 
part 
of 
a 
campaign to undermine the un­ 
ion. 
NLRB member Boyd Beedom 
dissented in today’s vote, which 
upheld a recommendation made 
in April, 1963, by trial examin­ 
er Arthur Lcff. 
Beedom said he was “ partic- 
uarly disturbed” by the deci­ 
sion concerning the firm’s com­ 
munications with its workers. 
He complained that the hoard 
suffered no guidelines to em ­ 
ployers 
and 
added: 
“Surely 
the respondent (GE) can law­ 
fully communicate with its* em ­ 
ployes.”

DeBakey, whose day began 
more than three hours before 
the operation, also went to the 
Duke’s room to see him before 
surgery. He expected to replace 
a section of the aorta with dac­ 
ron

DeBakey

veloped in a number of similar 
operations, becoming the fore­ 
most surgeon in 
the 
field of 
aneyrysms, as the weak spots 
arc called. 
The Duke has known for four 
years that he had the aneurysm 
in one of the main arteries 
from the heart. Pulsing blood 
had driven the wall out in a 
balloon-shaped curve the size of 
an orange, as one doctor de­ 
scribed it.
